The lesson will not be lost on 
the Germans. They will realize 
that if Dieppe can be raided by a 
force of 15,000 men (their own 
figure) such raids could be staged 
simultaneously at a dozen or more 
points on the European coast, and 
if a dozen simultaneous raids were 
carried out it is likely that some of 
them would result in such success 
that permanent Allied bases might 
be established. And permanent 
bases on the European continent 
are what we need. 


PICTURE OF RAID 


The picture of the Dieppe raid 
was probably something like this: 

The necessary accumulation of 
men, ships and material was com- 
pleted during Monday in the re- 
gion of Dover. Last minute plans 
were made next day on the basis 
of latest reconnaissance reports. 
The troops to be landed were put 
aboard transports during Tuesday 
afternoon and definite sailing or- 
ders decided as soon as it was cer- 
tain weather conditions would be 
favorable. 


The transports, accompanied 
by landing barges, probably sail- 
ed shortly after midnight to be in 
position to send the land units 
ashore at dawn, after aerial 
supremacy had been established 
and a screen of warships had 
been placed to lay down a cover- 
ing barrage, 

Each unit, of course, has specific 
instructions as to what it was to 
accomplish and when and where it 
was to be re-embarked for the re- 
turn to England. Men unable to 
reach their embarkation point on 
time simply would be left behind. 
Tanks used probably were destroy- 
ed once their purpose had been 
achieved. 


RETURN DIFFICULT 


The problem of return, carried 
out in daylight, probably was more 
difficult than the advance since the 
surface ships were within sight of 
German planes swarming over the 
area, We well may have lost a 
number of the evacuation vessels, 
as well as a large percentage of the 
troops landed, Whatever the losses 
involved, however, the results were 
worth it for they show that ,the 
United Nations are able to stage a 
major offensive operation on Euro- 
pean soil, These offensives, in in- 
creasing number and on larger 
scale, may be expected frequently 
in the next several weeks

Manpower Resources 


Planned For Canada

OTTAWA, Aug. 20.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King last night announced proposed new measures 
of control over manpower and woman-power designed to 
place “all but the very old, the very young and the disabled” 
behind the war effort. ' 

Mr. King, speaking over the national network of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, declared the gov- 
ernment’s policy was that “every man and woman cap- 
able of performing some form of war service should un- 
dertake the service for which he or she may be _ best 
qualified and which the demands of war require.” 

To this end he said controls would be exercised so 
that, after a fixed period, “unemployed persons may be re- 
quired to accept any work for which there is special need. 


Permits Required to Seek Work 


Persons seeking employment may do so, under the 
proposed new control, only with a permit from an employ- 
ment office, and employers seeking new workers must 
have similar permission. 

Employed persons induced by a national selective 
service officer to take new employment more directly 
associated with the war effort, will be entitled to the 
same right of reinstatement in his previous occupation, 
at the conclusion of his war work, as those serving in 
the armed forces. 

Mr. King said use of manpower for non-war purposes 
was essential up to a point but beyond the necessity of 
meeting minimum requirements it was non-essential,

The sixth U-boat victim, announe- 
ed today, was the coastal steamer 
Jecy. 

It was sent to the bottom a few 
miles off the northeast coast after 
all aboard were ordered off in life- 
boats. 

One high official of the govern- 
ment navigation line declared today 
that the sinkings, which brought 
Brazil into undeclared conflict with 
the Axis, were the result of “brazen 
operation of Nazi spies who inform- 
ed on planned troop movements.” 


Vichy Sources 
Report Nazis’ 
Losses Severe

VICHY, Aug. 20—(BUP)—Ger- 
man troops suffered “extremely 
heavy losses” in the Dieppe 
battle, it was reported in French 
sources today, and 30 French 
civilians were killed and “hun- 
dreds” wounded in the encounter. 

An authorized French spokesman 
said that the French populace in 
the Dieppe region did not partici- 
pate in the battle but suffered 
severe casualties as bystanders in 
the heavy fighting. 

Reports from Paris seemed to 
confirm Allied statements that at 
least 91 Nazi planes were shot down 
in air combat over the Dieppe area. 

Most civilians at Dieppe, it was 
said, either fled from the town 
when the British radio warned of 
the attack or took refuge in deep 
cellars and air raid shelters. 

Reports from German sources

These sources asserted that 
many of the British tanks were 
halted on the beaches but ad- 
mitted that a number of them 
penetrated into the town where 
bitter street fighting raged.

Dawn was breaking. The battle 
of Dieppe got hotter.

Through smoke layers 
I looked up at the white cliffs, 
growing higher before us Anti- 
aircraft guns up there chattered 
unceasingly, Machine-guns_ drill- 
ed down bullets that clanged 
against the armor of our boat 

By the time our boat touched 
the beach the din was at a cres- 
cendo, | peered out at the slope 
lying just in front of us and it 
was startling to discover it was 
botted with the fallen forms of 
men in battle dress. The Royals 
ahead of us had been cut down 
as they stormed the slope, It 
came home to me only then that 
every one of those men had gone 
down under the bullets of the 
enemy at the top of the incline. 

Vicious bursts of yellow tracers 
from the machine-guns made a 
veritable curtain about our boats, 
The Royals beside me fired back 
with everything they had One 
Canadian blazed away with an 
anti-tank rifle. 


CAUGHT IN NAZI FIRE 

The Germans held a couple of 
houses near the tope of the slope 
and occupied some strong pill- 
boxes. From their high level they 
were able to pour fire into some 
boats, ours among them 

Several bursts from machine- 
guns struck men in the middle of 
our craft, The boat's ramp was 
lowered to permit the men with 
me to get ashore, but German fire

I lay behind a flimsy bit of armor 
{plating and heavy calibre bullets 
cut through it a couple of feet above 
my head 

An officer sitting next to me was 
firing a Sten gun. He got off a 


magazine and a half, killed at least | 


one Nazi, and then was hit in the 
head. He fell forward, bleeding pro- 
fusely 

A sailor next to him = was 
wounded in the neck and another 
got a bullet through the shoulder. 
Those around the injured tied 
them up with field dressing. The 
fire was murderous now and the 
Canadians’ fire-power was being 
| reduced by casualties. 


There were eight or 10 in our 
boat who had been hit and a land- 
ling here seemed impossible. The} 


naval officer with us decided to get 
the boat off the beach. On man- 
oeuvres there were times when. it 
was_.a difficult task to do it quick- 
ly, but by a miracle it slid off and 
we eased away from the hellish 
fire with nerve-wracking slowness 


SHOW HEROISM 
The Nazis pegged away at us for 
half a mile out. That attempted 
landing was one of the fiercest and 
grimmest events in the whole raid 
land the only spot where the land- 
ing was temporarily repulsed. 
| will forever remember the 
scene in that craft: Wounded ly- 
ing about being attended by 
medical orderlies oblivious to the 
fire; heroism of the Royals as 
they fought back and strove as 
desperately as any men could to 
get on the beach and relieve their 
comrades still fighting ashore;

Off Dieppe the raid flotilla re- 
massed after putting the troops 
ashore. Our wounded weren't sent 
to a hospital ship and I transferred 
at sea to another assault landing 
craft and then another and another. 

They were floating about doing 
jobs at the different beaches. 
FINALLY GET ASHORE 

At one stage 15-soldiers and I 
tried to get onto one of the beaches 


near Dieppe but the German cliff- | 


side machine- gun posts which 
later were wiped out plastered us 
without hitting anyone and turned 
back out of range. 

Finally we got ashore for a few 
minutes right in front of the 
Dieppe esplanade. The smoke 
screen was so thick, though, that 
one could not see much of the 
town and we took off again. The 
area in front of the town looked 
like a first great war battle- 
ground, with broken buildings 
gutted or burning in all sections. 
By 10 a.m. the Canadians, many 
of their actions led by tanks, seem- 
ed to have the town fairly well 
under contre! and to have stabiliz- 
ed the situation on the beaches, 


SPRING AIR ATTACK 
Then 50 minutes later the Nazis 


sprang their one heavy attack by | 


air, For 45 minutes Stukas, Dor- 
niers, Heinkels and fighters swept 
up from the south and attacked the 
fleet, whose terrific bombardment 
I had been watching from an as- 
sault craft just off the main Dieppe 
| beach 


Earlier the enemy had sent over | 


aircraft in fours and fives but they 


had been unable to cope with the | 


Royal Air Force and had resorted 
to minor machine-gunning and in 
accurate bombing 


But the big attack was a real 
one, German pilots flying any- 
where from 200 to 2,000 feet show- 
ered bombs over the British ships, 
at the same time sweeping them 
with machine-gun fire. The sky 
was splotched with hundreds of 
black and white puffs from ex- 
ploding shells and the thundering 
of the ships’ guns was deafening. 
Sometimes the Nazis picked pecu- 

liar targets. At one time even their 
Stukas were dive-bombing our little 
craft, which this time carried only 


one naval officer, four ratings and | 


this lone correspondent. 

Their bombs came crashing down 
on either side of our bouncing 
craft, making the sea look as if 


it had been churned by a tornado, | 


Once we almost capsized but we 


ended up with only a bashed stern | 


and a shattered bow. 
We had just picked ourselves up 
from the deck when a fighter 


zoomed in and gave us a hail of | 


gunfire. But they added only more 
scars to our unsteady but still sea- 
worthy eraft. 

The plane was one which had 
succeeded in avoiding squadrons 
of British planes which hovered 
overhead throughout the opera- 
tion picking off German machines 
attempting to get in close. Seven 
Nazi machines crashed into the 
sea within the limited view we 
had of the complete scene. 

One Dornier attempting to attack 
the destroyer was raked by fire be- 
fore it could release its bombs. It 
exploded at about 300 feet. Small 
bits of debris were all we saw fall 
into the sea, 

Every once in a while a lone Ger- 
man would swoop on an isolated 
assault craft whose crew would re- 
ply with everything aboard. Sailors 
would pop off with tommy-guns 
and Lewis guns from hip level and 
some even used rifles. And they 
succeeded in bringing down some 
of these diving Nazis. 

At noon final re-embarkation of 
the troops was under way and the 
force was taken off the main beach 

While another smoke = screen 
blanketed the raided town, the fleet 
turned for England, No German 
aircraft marred the departure and 
the navy gave some coastal instal-

The commando raid on Nazi-held 
France may not have been an attack in 
force. 


The British Broadcasting Corporation 
might have assured the French that the 
raid was not an invasion. 

But the operation, in which thousands 
of highly-trained Canadians took part, 
was carried out with such success and in 
such magnitude that it was tantamount 
to a promise that the Canadians would be 
back. 

And while the subjugated peoples of 
Europe have been carefully warned by the 
British authorities be Ft expecting too 
much and against taking co-operative 
steps that might embroil them with the 
German armies of occupation, all Europe 
must know today that the long-awaited 
moment of deliverance is drawing nearer 
and the liberation of the continent is defi- 


nitely on the agenda of the next few 
months. Saat 
For by no stretch of the imagination 


could this exploit be regarded as a mere 
isolated incident. It was not just another 
raid. It was something more than an 
extra heavy nuisance attack. 

It may not have been the invasion. But 
it was the forerunner of invasion. It may 
not have been liberation. But it was the 
symbol and pattern of liberation. ‘ 

What this attack accomplished was to 
show that the thing could be done, that 
tanks and heavy equipment and large 
bodies of men could be landed on the 
European continent, no matter how vigil- 
ant and well-prepared the Germans may 
be. 

It was the kind of an exploit that car- 
ries within itself its own inevitable sequel. 

Whether this successful and spectac- 
ular raid is intended as a prelude to an 
early all-out invasion of Europe or whether 
it is only the first of a series of smaller 
raids gradually increasing in volume and 
intensity, no one outside the confidence of 
the high command can say. 

But it is the sort of thing that must be 
regarded as the surface indication of some- 
thing greater than itself, just as the van- 
guard of an army always indicates the 
presence of an army. 

Hitler had boasted that British Empire 
troops could not land on European soil. 
Well, the Canadians have done it. 

It is the most heartening thing that has 
happened since the Americans came into 
the war. 


Compulsory Saving 


Aside from the record-breaking figures 
involved, the outstanding feature of the 
budget brought down at Ottawa is the plan 
to collect “refundable” taxes. These might 
as well be called compulsory loans, or en- 
forced savings, for this is what they 
amount to. A portion—somewhere near 
half—of his increased personal income 
tax will be repayable to the payer after the 


war has ended. 

The objects are much the same as 
simed at in the deferred-wages scl e 
that has been put in force in Britain 
Government will obtain the use fo 
war period of money which in realit, is 
borrowed, though collected as taxes. But 


as the collection of this money will in de- 
gree hamper the sale of war bonds and 
Savings certificates, the borrowing is not 
the important end.

plan are on the side of the taxpayer, not 
the Government. 
By turning in his savings as refund- 


able taxes the payer will help to prevent 
inflation. He might do this voluntarily, 
and has been doing it in thousands of 
by investing in savings certificates 
and war bonds. But not all have done 
this. The compulsory arrangement will 
catch those who have preferred to spend 
their money and have thereby increased 
the danger of an inflationary surge. 
Should inflation break laose, high prices 
would hit the civilian harder than the new 
taxes. : 

In helping to save himself from this 
present evil, the payer of refundable 
taxes will also be building up for himself 
a fund on which he can draw when the 
fighting stops and the shifts of readjust- 
ment have to be met. Those who _ least 
sense the wisdom of making this provision 
for the uncertain future are precisely 
those who are most likely to need a “back- 
log’? of credit when war conditions col- 
lapse. The refunding plan will protect 
short-sighted people from their own dis- 
regard of the future.

On Changing Generals + 


General Sir Harold Alexander replaces 
General Sir Claude Auchinleck as British 


commander-in-chief in Egypt and immed- 


lately the pessimistic tongues began to 
wag to the effect that our commanding 


officers cannot stand up to real fighting 
and that our available generalship is la- 
mentably weak. 

This kind of criticism is so far from the 
truth and so destructive to public morale 
that the principle of changing generals 
might profitably be expounded a little. 

Generals are frequently changed 
around in this war, not primarily because 

’ fail to attain some essential objective, 
but because the element of surprise is all- 
powerful in this kind of fighting and it is 


necessary to have a continual alteration of 
tactics in order to bewilder the enemy. 

Thus, it is conceivable that a dull gen- 
eral might retain his command for months, 
while a brilliant, aggressive general might 
last only a few weeks, The brilliant, ag- 
gressive man exhausts his bag of tricks 
sooner than the plodder, Therefore, it be- 
comes inevitable that the former must the 
sooner be moved on. 

The frequent replacement of command- 
ers is no reflection on their ability. And it 
is both unjust and dangerous to assume 
that the constant shifting implies any 
paucity of first class military talent. 

In this war of lightning moves and sur- 
prises, fresh ideas and initiative are of 
more value than a sound knowledge of 
traditional strategy. Obviously, no general, 
however brilliant, can operate at maxi- 
mum efficiency for more than a yery 
short period of intensive action. 

Loss of another aircraft carrier in the 
Mediterranean is another instalment of 
the price Britain is paying because fighter 
planes have not long enough range to 
cover even that small and narrow sea 
from land bases. A fighter with a 2,000- 
mile range, going and coming, would elimi- 
nate these vessels from Mediterranean 
convoys and give the Allies almost undis- 
puted control of the Mussolini “lake’’,

“BLIMMY, LT’S WINNIE” 

“Blimmy, it's Winnie... Win-/|

Prime Minister Winston Chur- 
chill, incognito, is Mr. Bullfinch. 

Churchill was the last man the 
begrimed soldiers of the Eighth 
Imperial Army expected to see out 
where among the flies, choking dust 
“and litter of the desert battlefield. 


“It was like an electric shock 
when the men recognized him,” 
said the brigadier. “I’ve never 
seen fighting men so taken aback. 
When he passed among them 
they were too surprised to cheer.” 
Finally they recovered enough to 

begin shouting, “Good ol’ Winnie.” 

True to tradition, Churchill }

While Churchill was at the de- 
sert front German Messerschmitt |

only two miles away, but he wasn't | 
perturbed in the slightest.

Churchill 


saw many signs of} 
fighting, however, including burn. | 
ed out and crippled tanks and} 
wreckage of planes, some of which 
was being towed to the rear for 
repair by salvage crews. | 

He gazed through binoculars to- 
ward the enemy positions, from 
which puffs of smoke arose now 
and then and billowed along the 
horizon. He asked questions con- 
stantly. 

As his escort in the desert he 
had two armored cars manned by 
picked Indian troops and armed 
military police out-riders, 

At one point Churchill met an 
Australian general and asked 
“What's the news from the 
battlefront.” The general de- 
scribed to him in detail how a 
patrol had just returned from a 
raid on the German lines, killing 
many Germans and obtaining in- 
formation. 

Up near the front line a burly 
Australian called to Churchill: 
“What about a cigar, guv’nor?” | 


PRODUCES HAVANA 


“Certainly, here you are,” replied 
Churchill with a broad grin, pro- 
ducing a Havana from his breast 
pocket. 

The Australian digger, Pvt. Stan- 
ley Collins from Adelaide, showed 
me the cigar afterwards carefully 
wrapped and tied with string. 

“Aren't you going to smoke 
it?” | asked, 

“Certainly not,” he replied. 
“It's too precious for that. I'm 
taking it home as my second 
best souvenir. 

His best souvenir? 

It was a pair of bullet-torn under- 
pants. 

“I wanted to tell Churchill about 
them but he didn't give me time,” 
said the digger. “These holes were 
made by a Nazi machine gun bul- 
lets. They got me behind as I lay 
in no-man’s-land on July 22. 


PINNED BY SHELLFIRE 


“They had me pinned down by 
Shellfire and machine gun fire for 
19 hours during which a pop bullet 
grazed me and made those holes 
in my underpants, causing a light 
wound, 

The digger walked away, Chur- | 
chill’s cigar in one hand and his 
prized underpants in the other. 

When Churchill was leaving a 
British tommy called out: 

“When do we get home, sir?” 

“One of these days,” said the 
prime minister, and threw up his 
hand in the “V” sign.

As we retraced some parts 
of our journey, it was hard to 
believe that more than a year had 
intervened France might have 
been the France of the year before 
—Nature hadn't changed her dress

At the Spanish border we waited 
a day and a half to change trains 
The station at Hendaye flaunted 
huge banners welcoming home the 
Germans returning to the Father- 
land.

Cut Canning _ 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 

If vou have a supply of com 
mercially packed coffee jars on 
which special lids for canning 
will fit, then follow the war time 
practice of canning your Victory 
Garden tomatoes with the least pos- 
sible cost. You can get your special 
lids for the left-over jars at the 
grocery store 

Two methods are given—the cold 
pack (processed in hot water bath) 
and the open kettle method. Place 
the tomatoes in trays or shallow 
layers in wire basket and dip in 
boiling water for one minute 
(slightly more or less according to 
ripeness of the tomatoes) Next 
plunge into cold water, drain, peel 
and remove cores 


COLD PACK METHOD 

Small tomatoes should be packed 
whole, but large tomatoes cut into 
quarters. Pack the raw tomatoes 
as closely as possible in clean jars 
Add 1!; teaspoons salt to each jar 
and fill with tomato juice or boiling 
water to within ‘2 inch of top. Scald 
the lids and seal the jars, following 
directions which come with these 
special economy lids. Process in 
hot water bath for 50 minutes, mak- 


}ing sure that the water is boiling 


throughout the processing period 


|Remove and cool right side up. 


OPEN KETTLE METHOD 


Measure the cut tomatoes and | 


place in saucepan. Add 1 teaspoon 
salt for each quart. Boil gently for 
15 minutes, then pack in sterilized 
glass jars, filling clear to the top 
Scald special lids and seal jars im- 
mediately, according to directions 
that come with lids. Cool. Test 
seal, Screw caps may be removed 
after 24 hours
